A VOICE FOR STUDENT UNION

There is a trend at Loyola now to treat 
the Day and Evening Divisions as two separ- 
ate colleges. Each has its own student* 
council, its own separate activities and 
its own newspaper. 

Many people seem to forget the fact 
that both sides attend the same institution. 
There is no communication. Such a situation 
should not be allowed to continue. 

As the Evening Division expands, as it 
is expected to do greatly in the next few 
years, a wall of resentment is liable to 
form on the part of the day side. Day 
students tend to classify evening students 
as second class collegiates who either do 
not have the brains or the money to attend 
college "normally". 

Evening students, on the other hand, 
seem to suffer from an inferiority complex, 
often apologizing for having to attend 
school at night. Many also feel detached 
from the Day Division which, in fact, runs 
the college. 

The biggest fault in the Evening Divis- 
ion among the students is apathy. 

Most students cannot be bothered with 
the internal functioning of the college, 
some because they do not have the time 
because of work ox family, but a greater 
proportion, I suspect, because they are in 
school merely to go through the motions of 
learning snd to get a diploma with the 
least amount of involvement. 

The reasons for the malaise could be 
listed ad infitum - but precautions must 
be taken to curb it before it spreads fur- 
ther. 

Sir George Williams University has fal- 
len victim to the same disease. The Day 
and Evening Divisions there could be at 
opposite ends of the globe and communicate 
better. 

For beginners, I suggest: 

1. That student bodies (council, social and 
recreational clubs, etc,) be composed of 
All students attending Loyola. 

2. That the Loyola News (generallly con- 
sidered the Day Division paper) snd the 

SAD News (Evening) combine efforts and 

in that way become truly representative of 
the whole college.
